Suggestions to Follow 
W hen Accidents Occur 
■ 
Everybody with a grain of sense 
seems to know what to do in the case 
of fire, but there are still no fix *d 
rules for behavior when cars or p odes- 
i trians collide, and many are of the 
op inion 
that lives could be saved 
through more definite p rocedure fol­ 
lowing the accident. 
Several of the 
j major suggestions selected from vari­ 
ous sources are as follows: 
Never argue over the matter of re­ 
sp onsibility for the accident when 
there are more imp ortant things to he 
considered. In the calm light of after- 
j thought any accident or collision looks 


j different to the p articip ants. 
Be familiar with the location of lo­ 
cal hosp itals and their emergency en- 
; trance. 
First move your Imr over to the 


j curb, where it will be out of the way. 
Tf there are other cars p assing ask 
some one to take you and the injured 
one to the hosp ital.

In such a p redicament you are In 
no condition to drive. 
You might eas­ 
ily have a second collision on the way.

The principal argu ments for hlgh- 
nnalysis fertilizers are: 
(1) they save 
on freight, (2) they save on the cost 
of handling, (3) they do not req u ire 
a filler, and (4) they req u ire the u se 
of higher grade goods by the m anu ­ 
factu rer. 
So says Prof. C. P. Black- < 
well, chief of the agronomy division, 1 
Clemson college, who explains th at , 
high-analysis fertilizers are those con­ 
taining 10 per cent or more of plant 
food. 
Results to Fa rmer. 
If a farm er bu ys a tow-analysls 
fertilizer, the manu factu rer, in order j 
to make u p this, mu st of necessity do > 
one of two things. 
He mu st either u se t 
low-anu iysis 
materials 
for 
his 
am- j 
monia and potash, or he mu st u se a ! 
filler. 
In either case the resu lts to the j 
farm er are practically the same. 
For \ 
example, the manu factu rer may u se 
sand as a filler. 
One may argu e that 
sand Is very cheap and it shou 'd make 
little difference in the price of the fer­ 
tilizer, hu t let u s see if that is tru e. 
To begin with, that sand mu st be 
hau led to the fertilizer plant. 
It mu st 
be 
u nloaded and handled into 
the 
plant. 
It mu st then be mixed in with 
the fertilizer. 
Then it mu st be sacked, 
tagged, and handled ou t of the plant. 
All this is paid for by the farmer. 
It 
is then shipped to the farm er’s freight 
station at his expense, and he mu st 
now hau l It to his farm and distrib­ 
u te It over the land. 
All this takes 
labor, so in the end this sand has 
cost the farm er a great deal. 
The 
m anu factu rer will generally say that 
he does not charge the farmer for 
tills filler and perhaps he does not 
directly, hu t Indirectly ho does add It 
to the farm er's bill. 
Again, one may say that the filler 
does not amou nt to mu ch. 
That may 
or may not he tru e. 
If the farm er is 
bu ying 8-3-3 fertilizer (and more than 
40 per cent of the fertilizer sold In 
Sou th Carolina Is of that analysis), th ?s 
8-3-3 fertilizer can be mixed from high 
analysis materials with less than 1,- 
500 pou nds of material for each ton of | 
fertilizer, the remaining 500 pou nds’! 
being filler. 
This 500 pou nds of filler J 
mu st add materially to the cost of bu y- \ 
ing this fertilizer and applying it to 
the field. 
Lo w Ana ly sis Ma teria ls. 
As a 
general 
ru le, 
however, 
the 
m anu factu rer wou ld, most likely, u se1 
low-analysis m aterials for making u p 
this fertilizer. 
The resu lt, however, is 
practically the same so far as the j 
farm er is concerned. 
He pays for the, j 
expense of handling the large bu lk of i 
i low-grade material 'u sed in making u p | 
this fertilizer, and freq u ently the rna-j 
terlals u sed are not so good as the 
higher analysis materials.

Deep, Mellow Seed Bed Is 
Req u ired for Soy Beans 
Soy beans req u ire a deep mellow 
seed bed similar to corn and it wou ld 
pay to plow the field and keep it in 
good condition u ntil the first of Ju ne 
which is abou t the best time to sow 
the beans. 
Manchu is one of the best 
varieties for hay. The oat cu ps shou ld 
bo u sed in the grain drill and they, 
shou ld all he left open when sowing 
for hay. 
The drill shou ld he adju sted 
to sow from 60 to 90 pou nds per acre. 
The beans mu st be inocu lated to 
get the best resu lts and the best way 
to do it is to secu re some soil from 
a field where soy beans are grown, 
being carefu l to get soil that has con­ 
tained some of the soy-bean roots. 
Spread this ou t and let it dry. hu t do 
not expose it to the su n for the light 
will kill the bacteria. 
Then mix three 
or fou r q u arts of the soil with each 
bu shel of the seed and drill it together. 
Be carefu l not to get the seed covered 
too deeply. 
Never plant deeper than 
three inches, depending u pon the soil. 


N ew Yo rk Telep ho nes 
Kep t Rea so na b ly Busy 


The statement that New York city 
has. more telephones than the whole of 
Great Britain conveys a vivid pictu re 
of the nu mber of instru ments there 
mu st be in the city. 
Many people, es­ 
pecially foreigners u nu sed to the tele­ 
phone as a daily necessity, may have 
wondered to what extent su ch a hu ge 
nu mber of telephones, more than a 
million, 
are 
u sed, 
says 
Telephone 
Service. 
A recent statem ent by H. A. Trnx, 
chief accou ntant of the New York 
Telephone company, throws some light 
on the q u estion. Du ring the year 1923 
an average of more than 18,570 toll 
or long-distance calls every day kept 
New Yorkers in close tou ch with the 
rest of the cou ntry, while at the pres­ 
ent time the total nu mber of calls, lo­ 
cal and long distance, in the city aver­ 
ages G,200.000 every day. 
In other 
words, every telephone in New York 
city is u sed on an average abou t five 
times every day. 


Ea rly Telepho nes. 
The principle of the telephone has 
been known for many years, the first 
Idea of it In modern days being ex­ 
plained in a book pu blished In 1009. 
Hook commenced to stu dy the su b­ 
ject in 16G1 and in 1GG7 he su cceeded 
tn transm itting sou nd by means of u 
distended wire. 
W heatstone exper­ 
imented in 1821 and su cceeded in con­ 
veying the sou nds of a mu sical box 
from cellar to attic of his home. 
In 
1861 an instru ment called the tele­ 
phone was invented, which telegraphed 
mu sical sou nds by means of a rod of 
soft iron In n eel! of wire throu gh 
which a cu rrent was sent. 
“The re­ 
produ ced notes,” to q u ote from an ac­ 
cou nt of this instru ment, “thou gh of 
the same pitch, are not of the same 
q u ality as the transm itting (transm it­ 
ted) notes. 
They tire very faint and 
resemble the sou nd of a toy tru mpet.” 
However, experiment after experiment 
was made by different scientists, u ntil 
finally Professor Bell invented 
the 
system which with changes is that 
u sed today.
